DAVID Beckham's latest 
quest for a knighthood could 
be scuppered by a new book 
probing his past tax affairs. 

Author Tom Bower claims the

POST Office campaigner Alan 
Bates last night told how being 
made a knight by the King is a 
major boost in his fight for justice 
in the Horizon faulty IT scandal. 

And the former subpostmaster said 
he accepted the honour on behalf of 
all those wrongly accused of taking 
cash from the firm because of errors 
in the computer system. 

But he vowed to keep up the battle 
for compensation for the victims who 
faced financial ruin and even jail, 
after the Government overturned the 
convictions of hundreds of innocent 
workers accused of stealing. 

Mr Bates, 70, said: “The main thing 
is to make sure the original group gets 
their money and they get it now. 

“Its been going on far too long all 
of this, and if this honour is another 
weapon in my arsenal to help move 
this along then so be it. 

“Unless this picks up speed and 
actually starts delivering settlements 
for people were going to have to look 
at other options come the autumn. 

“I don't allow these things [the 
knighthood] to become a distraction” 

Mr Bates joined a host of sports 
stars, celebrities, 
politicians and 
everyday heroes $ 
beingrecognised 
in the King’s 
Birthday 
Honours list. 

His tireless 
campaigning was 
portrayed by 
Toby Jones, 57, in 
ITV drama Mr 
Bates vs The Post 
Office. He 
initially refused 
to accept an OBE 
while former 
Post Office boss 
Paula Vennells held a CBE given to 
her in 2019. He said the honour would 
be a ‘slap in the face” to the victims. 

But since she handed her gong 
back amid huge public pressure, he 
said yes to the knighthood. 

Mirror Pride of Britain winner Mr 
Bates said: “I’m not just accepting it 
for myself, Im accepting it on behalf 
of all of us and this whole issue which 
should never have happened. 

‘Tm delighted to accept the award 
in recognition of not just what I've 
done but what so many others have 
suffered, the hell they have been 
through, the seriousness of this and 
it being recognised generally. 

“The TV drama exposed this to the 
nation and it was absolutely excellent 
in getting over the suffering that had 
been inflicted on so many by such a 
huge state-controlled organisation.

Silent march for Grenfell anniversary 
as lack of truth and justice slammed og", =

SURVIVORS of the Grenfell Tower 
fire criticised the lack of progress 
for victims on the seventh anniver- 
sary of the disaster yesterday. 

They are furious at the wait for people 
to be held accountable for the high-rise 
blaze which killed 72 on June 14, 2017. 

The anniversary was marked with a 
silent walk last night after 
the granddaughters of 
victim Tony Disson, 65, 
released a dove. 

An inquiry into the 
inferno ended five years ago 
but a final report is not 
expected until autumn. 

Survivor Edward Daffarn, 

62, fears more lives will be 
lost without quick action. 

He said: “So little has been 
achieved in these seven 
years in terms of truth, justice and 
change. Were using this anniversary as 
an opportunity to highlight how little 
has changed! 

Mr Daffarn works with Grenfell 
United, which is made up of survivors 
and families of victims of the blaze in 
West London. 

He hit out during a meeting with 
representatives from the infected blood

New museum 
of pork pies? 
It's nota lie... 


THE world’ first pork pie 
museum has opened in 
the snack's spiritual home 
of Melton Mowbray. 

Pork pies were said to 
have originated in the 
Leicestershire town in 
1831, when baker Edward 
Alcock began selling them. 

The attraction includes 
historical artefacts and 
archive photography, and 
will host regular events 
including in-store tastings 
from local suppliers and 
pie-making sessions. 

It is based in the town's 
Ye Olde Pork Pie Shoppe. 

The Melton Mowbray 
pork pie was granted 
protected status in 2008, 
meaning only ones made 
within 10.8 miles of the 
town can bear its name.

A BLOATED 14ft alligator is 
scrutinised, having been 
captured and shot dead 
shortly after it ate a woman. 

The images form part of newly 
released police body camera 
footage which also shows the 
moment the vicious animal was 
killed by an officer. 

The predator was shot with a 
rifle moments after someone 
shouts: “Watch them? It is unclear 
what this warning was about. 

The gator killed mum Sabrina 
Peckham, 41, in September. 

She was homeless and was 
living at a makeshift camp near a 
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MUM Sabrina with her girl Breauna 


canal in Largo, Florida. Local 
Jamarcus Bullard alerted emer- 
gency services about the beast 
after spotting a gruesome sight. 

He said: “I noticed it had a body 
in its mouth, like a lower torso. 
Once I saw that, I ran straight to 
the fire department and got them’ 

After the alligator was killed, 
officials cut it open and found 
Sabrinas body parts inside. 

Her family said the creature 
may have struck when Sabrina 
was close to the water in the dark.

A FAMILY flees the rubble of their 
home yesterday after Israeli forces 
again pounded the Gaza Strip. 

A woman and two men were seen 
climbing out of the family home in the 
city of Deir al Balah, before the ruins were 
searched for others. 

Further south, IDF helicopter gunships 
and warplanes carried out attacks on the 
city of Rafah and street battles raged. 

Israeli infantry troops also stormed a 
Rafah apartment hunting for Hamas 
operatives. The IDF said: “Troops elimi- 
nated a number of terrorists and located 
large quantities of weapons and under- 
ground tunnel shafts. A number of explo- 
sive devices, as well as Hamas terrorist 
infrastructure sites, were located and 
destroyed by IDF ground troops. 

“In one incident, a terrorist that was 
identified approaching IDF troops was 
eliminated in an aerial strike”

Pitts is not afraid to stand 
out from the crowd. 

A fervent anti-racism activist and 
women and girls’ rights campaigner, 
in 1994 she also became the Church 
of England's first Black female vicar. 

And she is still making a difference, 
most recently petitioning the 
Archbishop of Canterbury to 
recognise August 1 - the date the 
1833 Slavery Abolition Act came into 
force - as Ancestors Day. 

And now Eve, 73, has been nomi- 
nated for a Pride ofBritain Award, of 
which she says: “It’s amazing!” 

Born in Jamaica, Eve moved to the 
UK aged 12, settling in Nottingham 
with her parents. 

But her father Stanley Sewell, who 
worked in a chemical plant, died 
aged just 35. She says: “Black people 
were not given protection and were 
left to breathe in the fumes’ 

Eves parents took her to church 
and, after she taught at Sunday 
school, aged seven, her aunt 
predicted that she would find a 
religious calling.

nearby church, Immanuel Highters 
Heath, which was in need of 
desperate refurbishment. She threw 
herself into fundraising with an 
ambitious programme of activities. 
Then, in 2010, she moved to the 
Holy Trinity Church in Birchfield, her 
first majority Black congregation. 
Eve, who was presented with the 
Lifetime Achievement accolade at 
the 2013 Pride of Birmingham 
awards by singer Ruby Turner, says: 
“The racial injustice was and still is 
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ongoing. I don't care what injustice 
looks like, whether it’s Black or 
white, as it dehumanises all of us! 

Last year, Eve made the decision 
to retire as she admits to “falling out 
with God”. But she adds: “I still take 
funerals, weddings and baptisms. It’s 
the bread and butter of what I do” 

Now in her childhood home in 
Nottingham, where she is writing an 
autobiography, Eve shows little sign 
of slowing down. 

She says: “I would like a different 
world for my grandchildren to grow 
up in. And for little Black boys, as 
Martin Luther King said, and little 
Black girls to not to be limited by the 
colour of their skin but by who they 
are as human beings. I think I could 
be Prime Minister one day!”

he Battle of Orgreave was one of the 
bloodiest clashes in the history of 
industrial disputes and while 40 
years may have passed since striking 
miners were savagely battered by an army 
of police, their wounds remain wide open. 

Many have been left mentally scarred by 
the traumatic events ofJune 18, 1984, when 
a peaceful picket turned into a bloodbath. 

And those who were on the receiving end 
of the police brutality remember their 
horrific experiences like it was yesterday. 

It was a beautiful day, three months into 
the strike, when pickets answered a call to 
attend Orgreave coking works near 
Sheffield, hoping to stop steel production 
and put pressure on the Tory government. 

Miners, who have spent years trying to 
get an inquiry into the pitched battles which 
left more than 100 pickets and police 
injured, believe they had walked into a trap 
set by senior officers and Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher's cabinet in a bid to force 
them to break the strike. 

Around 5,000 of them faced 6,000 officers, 
many in riot gear, and there were 95 arrests. 

Former pickets told the Mirror about 
their ordeals as they prepared for a rally 
today in Sheffield, organised by Orgreave 
Truth and Justice Campaign. 

One, Patrick McCarroll, 62, said of the 
rampaging police: “It was like they wanted 
to kill us. Honestly, that’s the feeling. 

“I can still hear the hoofs. I escaped but I 
could see people injured big time. Every 
second person you saw had a burst head. 

Patrick also told how he heard one of the 
police bosses shouting: “Bodies not heads’ 

Kevin Horne, 75, added: “We had to run 
for our lives back through the field, chased 
by a great big horse and a man on it with a 
great big stick. It didn’t do to get caught. 

“I hope that we don't go to our graves 
without getting justice, because a lot of the 
men have already died’ 

Ian Mitchell, 66, who lived in Rotherham 
at the time of the battle, said: “It was like 
Northern Ireland without the guns. 

“I saw things that day that still live with 
me... the brutality of the police. 

“We were portrayed as the 
bad guys and accused of 
rioting. The only rioters 
were the police. You got 
the impression they just 
wanted to do us in. 

“You had huge lines of 
police, with long shields, 
short shields, coppers in 
helmets and in face visors, 
you had horses and dogs. 

“I was 26. I was in trainers, a 
pair of jeans and a T- shirt. 

“Then the police charge came and the 
horses came, and thats when it got really 
scary. I was chased across a railway line, a 
main railway line which had intercity trains 
running along it. There were hundreds of us 
being chased. I still to this day wonder how 
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nobody died. They called us

I'd been sending my old friend George a text every 
couple of weeks to try and meet up, but strangely 
there was no reply from him.

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Done properly, a deadheadin 
session brings endless rewards 


here is something depressing primary reason for being. Snip off 
about the thought of flowers before seeds have a chance to 
“deadheading”. Perhaps the fault form and the plant knows it has not 
fulfilled its destiny. Result? More 
flowers. Neat, eh? 

With repeat-flowering roses, 
don't content yourself with the 
removal of each faded flower. 

Once the entire cluster has 
faded, cut back the shoot that 
2 carried them by six or nine 
destiny so inches to where the stem is of 
MSN pencil thickness. Cutting back 
WOCHEN this far ensures a more vigorous 
second flowering shoot will 
emerge from the bud in the 
angle of the leaf you cut above. A stem 
that isn’t cut back quite so far is thinner, 
will not have the same energy and fewer 


lies in the name. But when it 

comes to pottering about in 
the garden it’s one of the more 
pleasurable pursuits, and one 66 
of the most worthwhile. 

Deadheading involves the 
removal of faded flowers from 
shrubs and border perennials. 
Not only will it make the 
garden look a darned sight 
tidier, it also encourages 
many plants to produce a 
second flush of flowers. 

With plants, continuation of the 
species is their sole aim in life, so they 
regard the production of seeds as their 


Plants know 
they've not 


fulfilled their 
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flowers will appear, even though they may 
appear faster. 

Delphiniums and lupins cannot be 
guaranteed to produce a second flush as 
large and generous as the first, but even 
they may produce smaller spires of flower if 
deadheaded, rather than spending energy 
producing seeds on ugly spires of green 
pods surrounded by desiccated petals. 

Giving the plants a good feed is useful 
at this stage. A generous sprinkling of 
blood, fish and bone, or rose fertiliser, 
will give them energy after a spring that 
had its fair share of rain to wash out soil 
nutrients. 

Even bedding plants (aside from those 
with the tiniest blooms) will benefit from 
being picked over to relieve them of faded 
flowers. A weekly dose of dilute liquid 
tomato feed can be given to all plants in 
containers, be they pots, troughs, window 
boxes or baskets, to keep them in fine fettle. 

So do your bit to keep them coming right 
through the summer. 


Your weekly gardening to-do list 
E Plant warmth-loving peppers, chillies, 
aubergines, cucumbers and cantaloupe melons in an 

unheated greenhouse or walk-in polytunnel. If you 

plan to grow them outdoors, save your warmest, most 

sheltered corner of the patio and delay planting them for 

another week or two. 

Don't worry if fruit trees shed some 

small fruit, it's the June drop’ - nature's 
way of thinning excess crops so what's 

left grows to a good size. 

E During dry spells, water soft fruit 

canes, bushes and wall-trained fruit 

trees that are carrying crops.

Achillea 


A cultivated relative of the feathery-leaved weed 
yarrow, border varieties of achillea are spectacular, 
with large, flat-topped saucer-shaped heads of 
flowers in yellow, red or pink growing on 3-4ft tall 
stems and delicate ferny foliage. They have a long 
flowering season from June to September, and 
make superb cut flowers, but they can also be 
dried. The best known cultivars are “Cloth of 
Gold” (pale yellow), “Fanal” (red) and “Cerise 
Queen” (shocking pink), but perhaps the most 
spectacular is the giant “Gold Plate’, which stands 
5ft tall with bold yellow heads of flower. 

Easy to grow and reliable, achillea thrives in 
any reasonable garden soil, in full sun, and 
doesn't suffer as badly in a dry summer as many 
traditional perennials.

Cut flowers 


If you have a flower 
arranger in the family 
take a tip from me - 
when they're 
looking for 
something to cut, 
go round the 
garden with them. 

Make sure you 
take charge of the 
secateurs. The thing 
is flower arrangers see 
plant material in a very 
different light from gardeners. 

While they are looking for the perfect bloom with 
every petal just-so, no nibbled leaves and a long, 
straight stem that'll look just right in a vase you know 
very well that they'll take everything suitable within 
easy reach, leaving you with butchered borders. 

A bit of care minimises the impact on appearances 
and encourages plants to be more prolific. It also does 
wonders for domestic harmony. 

Before cutting, stop, look and check out all the 
likely blooms. For longest vase life they should be 
freshly opened and not quite fully out, with no 
imperfections on petals or foliage and with stems of a 
suitable length. 

They don't always have to be long or entirely 
straight, it just depends on the style of arrangement 
and shape of the vase. 

Look all round the plant and try to choose a 
suitable flower round the back where a small gap 
won't show. Don't cut a whole bunch from the same 
plant, instead thin out several plants. And stop when 
you've cut as much as you need.

RORY McILROY predicted 
nobody will run away with 
victory here after the four-time 
Major champion lost his grip on 
the US Open lead at Pinehurst 
No.2. 

Having posted his first bogey- 
free opening round at a Major since 
his 2014 Open Championship 
victory, McIlroy got to work 
yesterday morning as the co-leader 
of the US Open alongside Ryder 
Cup nemesis Patrick Cantlay. 

But the Northern Irishman 
suffered a rude awakening in the 
blistering North Carolina heat en 
route to a two-over par 72. 

Back in 2014, the last time the 
US Open was contested at 
Pinehurst No.2, Germany's Martin 
Kaymer (right) surged to an eight- 
shot win. But McIlroy, who is three- 
under heading into the weekend, 
does not see history repeating itself 
10 years on. 

The world No.3 said: “I was two 
over pretty early. My goal going into 


i a that second nine 
was if I could get it 
back to even for the day,

The 35-year-old 
lamented the

+ saying: “It just requires

“Even though I hit a great 
drive up the eighth hole, I had 151 
yards to the hole. I'm trying to land 
it 146. I cant land it 144 because its 
not going to get up there. I cant 
land it 148 because it’s going to go 
over the back of the green. 

“You just need to have a lot of 
precision. I feel like for the most 


part I've done that well this week. 
I've got the ball pin-high quite a lot, 
which is really important. 

“Tm not trying to land the ball 
pin-high. Youre trying to hit it to a 
number with a wedge and then 
with a mid-iron youre trying to 
land it 30 feet short of the pin to try 
to get it pin-high. 

“Its just a little more thought and 
consideration to everything that 
youre doing, and a very 
conservative strategy off the tee. 

“And because most of us are 
playing conservative off the tee, 
with irons you can aim down one 
side of the fairway to try to give

We know Billam-Smith can do that. He is 
used to going long. It might be tricky early 
doors but he will come into his own in the 
second half of the fight and it wouldn't 
surprise me were he to take Riakporhe out 
in the final quarter.

WHAT'S your favourite football 
comeback? Liverpool in Istanbul? 
Manchester United in Barcelona? 
That Sergio Aguero moment? 

How about the one where the 
footballer who died for five minutes at 
a European Championship returns to 
play in the same tournament three 
years later? 

Christian Eriksen will step on to the 
field in Stuttgart tomorrow to do just 
that, as the Denmark midfielder 
completes surely football's 
most incredible comeback 
from June 12, 2021. 

That was the day he 
collapsed on the pitch 
after suffering a cardiac 
arrest in Copenhagen 
during the group stage 
opener against Finland. 

Captain Simon Kjaer 
and goalkeeper Kasper 
Schmeichel rushed to console 
Eriksens distraught wife Sabrina who 
had run on to the pitch. 

The rest of Eriksens team-mates 
formed a ring of steel around him as 
he received treatment. 

Thanks to the miraculous work 
done by medics the midfielder had 
regained consciousness by the time he 
was taken off the pitch (above). He 
could breathe again, and so could all 
of us. “It was weird, because I didn’t 
expect people to send flowers because

Id died for five minutes,” was the 
midfielder’s fairly matter of fact take 
on it six months after the incident. 

The operation required him to have 
an implantable cardioverter defibril- 
lator (ICD) device fitted and forced 
him to leave Inter Milan as they are 
banned in Serie A. 

But after resuming his career at 
Brentford and then Manchester 
United, Eriksen is back on the Euros 
stage in Stuttgart. 

Perhaps partly inspired by 
Eriksens trauma, the Danes

IT'S now or never for 
Gareth Southgate - and he 
knows it. 

The bookies make England 
favourites to win Euro 2024, 
but I have to disagree. 

Why are they favourites? 
Yes, they have a crop of 
fantastic players at the top 
end of the pitch, but 
defensively they are a worry. 

And on the evidence of last 
season, the Premier Leagues 
proud boast of being the best 
in the world didn't really 
stand up to scrutiny. 

English clubs were 
nowhere to be seen in the 
Champions League semi- 
finals, let alone the final at 
Wembley where they missed 
their own party. 

And Southgate 
acknowledged this week it 
may be his last chance to win 
a major tournament with 
England because he can't 
keep trading on near-misses. 

In his reign as coach, they 
have blown it in a World Cup 
semi-final after leading 1-0 
against Croatia, they blew it 
on home soil in the Euro 2020 
final against Italy, and they 
blew it against an under- 
strength France side in Qatar 
18 months ago. 

He will be going into 
tomorrow's opener against 
Serbia in Gelsenkirchen with 


a makeshift back four who 
have hardly played together, 
including a right-back at 
left-back. 

And although England 
have the talent to go for it, 
and top-load the final third 
with attacking options, 
Southgate may stick to a 
4-2-3-1 formation with two 
holding midfielders, which 
would probably mean Trent 
Alexander-Arnold ‘sitting’ 
with Declan Rice - even 
though he has not played that 
role often for his national 
team. 

Southgate knows this 
could be his last chance to hit 
the jackpot.

AS WEEKS go, it has not been 
the ideal build-up to a big 
game.

Stones said: “I was worried at 
first, just the mechanism of how 
it happened, how I landed 
on my foot. I knew it 
wasnt my knee or my 
ankle, because of 
how I landed, it was 
almost like my big 
toe in the line 
straight down my 
foot and you think 
‘Have I fractured it’. ~ 

“I thought if I have ” 
fractured it, get the docs, tablets, 
injections, whatever it is, I don't 
want to miss out. With my his- 
tory of injuries, knowing how to 
deal with them mentally is really 
beneficial. If it was bad, I was 
ready to go and gladly it wasn't. 

“You think the worst at the 
start and we got some scans back 
and it was really minor stuff. I 
came through it, which is great. 

“Then I haven't been that ill 
in... I couldn't tell you how long. 
lam not getting into detail. It was 
a real rough 36 hours. 

“I ended up ringing the doc in 
early hours of the morning after 
being up for a few hours and 
couldnt take it any more. 

“Tt could have been a lot worse 
than what it was and I was glad 
to get through training on 
Thursday. 

“Now I feel great. Really good. I 
feel great physically. I am looking 
forward to it now. 

Stones spoke with so much 
belief and passion about playing 
for England from the moment he 


walked into his room at their 
luxury training resort and found 
a presentation box which was 
laid on for every player. 

There were pictures, 
handwritten notes and keep- 
sakes to make them feel at home 
and Stones revealed his partner 
put one in of him with his dad 
while at Barnsley as a kid. 

That brought it all home to 
him about how far he has come, 
his career and also just 
remembering himself as that 
wide-eyed kid so the pressure 
never gets to him. 

“That kind of goes back to 
making it all relatable and what 
you love,’ said Stones. “What you 
play football for and what you 
have always done. 

“People will feel pressure in 
different ways and deal with it in 
different ways. A strength of 
mine is not thinking too 
much about what is 
going on and what is 
expected’ 

Stones has 
enjoyed being the 
older head this 
week and, with 
Marc Guehi (left) 
expected to start 
alongside him, is happy 

to be a leader. There is no 
Harry Maguire this time but a 
new partner. 

“Tm a big fan of Marcs. Just 
how he goes about his work. I 
mean this in really nice way - 
even me still - hes like big sponge 
to learn and I think that’s how 
you progress and improve as a 
player, he said. 

“He is taking everything in. His 
quality, for his size, how strong he 
is, how he dominates. He has 
been an incredible player at 
Palace?

Euro 1960 Semi-final: Parc des

THE first European 
Championship was a bit of 
an experiment but it 
threw up one of the 
greatest matches in the 
competition's history. 
Everything was in place for 
France and it was hard to argue 
a case against the host nation 
lifting the trophy. After all, it 
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was a Frenchman who had 
come up with the idea of a 
tournament between countries 
some 40 years earlier. 
Football administrator 
Henri Delaunay had the idea 
in the 1920s but, with the 
Second World War and 
political upheaval, it wasn't 
until 1960 that his plan was 
realised. The Henri Delaunay 
Trophy was named in honour 
of the founding father of the 
tournament and is still played 
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for to this day. The fact that 
most of the UEFA power- 
brokers were French also 
seemed compelling enough 
reason to stage the inaugural 
event in Paris. 

Some of today’s footballing 
giants didn't sign up for the 
event - England, West 
Germany and Italy all 
declining, in a move that 
seemed reminiscent of clubs 
who chose to ignore the 
European Cup when it started 
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some five years earlier. Imagine 
clubs or countries choosing 
not to enter now. 

By the time a series of 1960 
qualification games were done, 
it left the hosts in one semi- 
final against Yugoslavia while 
Russia took on Czechoslovakia 
in the other. So the pressure 
was on France. 

They had dazzled at the
